System Mediaeval 
‘ Our legislative system is funda-i 
mentally 
wrong,” 
continued 
Mr. 
Wylie. 
"It was evolved out of the 
conditions and thought of the m id­ 
dle ages. 
It was a great forward 
step ut that time, for it wrought 
more general 
substantial 
justice 
than the Divine Hight of Kings, but j 
its inadequacies may be traced from 
the time of its origin, 
and 
with 
greater clearness as 
history nears 
our own time. 
It is entirely unable 
to deal competently with the s tu p e n - , 
do us industrial and other problems* 
that lace modern civilization. 
■ Having for five sessions observ­ 
ed the innermost 
details 
of 
our 
cumbersome legislative machinery in 
this state, and having during 
the 
same time observed at 
first 
hand ‘ 
tbs same un wieldly machinery on a 
larger scale in \N ashington, I have 
had a growing impression of 
what 
would be ludicrous if it were 
not 
fraught with such enormous conse­ 
quence, in the attem pts of modern 
scientific thought 
and 
method 
to 
work with this am ateur law-making 
device. 
The device in this country had a 
singleness of purpose— to represent 
the people and the states. 
As prob­ 
lems of legislation have grown in 
size and complications, the increas­ 
ing membership due to the grow ta 
of the country has made less ade­ 
quate the legislative tool of repre­ 
sentative government, so that who 
the requirem ents steadily increas­ 
ing, and its competency steadily de­ 
creasing, the hopelessness of 
the 
system itself is becoming more ana 
more evident. 
“ During five sessions of the WU- j 
cousin legislature, I have sat day j 
after day and seen members groping 
in the dark on vital involved ques­ 
tions that they were compelled to 
determine in a few moments. 
Day 
after day, I h a te seen the houses of 
the legislature solemnly pass 
acts 
that a schoolboy could pick to piec­ 
es. 
Time after time, I have seen 
bills pass upon an explanation by a 
single member that fifteen minutes' 
inves igation would show to be erro­ 
neous, for the sole reason that the 
system did not afford to each m em ­ 
ber th*1 fifteen minutes on each bill. 
Time after time, I have seen legis­ 
lation admittedly bad pass, or leg­ 
islation 
admittedly 
good, 
fail, 
through the forces that play upon a 
body so constituted and organized. 
or by reason of its 
sheer cumber­ 
someness. 
Individuals Blamed 
“ As in everything else, of course, 
individuals and parties are held re­ 
sponsible for the consequences 
of 
the system. 
But the most thorouga- 
lv able men in the nation have sat 
in the legislatures and the congress, 
and they have 
accomplished 
s u m 
wonderful results in spite of the im­ 
possibilities of the system, that it 
gives rise to regretful conjecture as 
to what they might have accomplish­ 
ed with an adequate and scientific 
legislative organization with which 
to work.

dum and recall shall be facts, such 
an organization 
may be provided 
These levers of direct control 
in 
the hands of the 
p e o p le 
are more 
direct and more 
effective 
powers 
than the small district, short term. 
and double house safeguards that 
are the m a in structure of our pres­ 
ent l e g i s l a t i v e system. W i t h the in­ 
itiative, referendum and recall,

large district, long term body, will 
be safer than our present legislative 
body even from

PUNTING COW­ 
PEAS IN CORN 
PROTECTING INFANTS AND INVALIDS 
GRASS AND SILAGE 
AN IDEAL FEED 


The Chicago Medical Society Milk Commission is Doing a Very Excellent Work in Saving the Babies and Helping to Cure the 
Sick of That City by Making War on Poor Milk—The Commission Urges the Production of Only Clean 
Milk and Favors the Use of Certified Milk. 


I often read of sowing cow pea* ^ 
corn at last working In order to hell) 
keep up the fertility of the soil and, 
perhaps, m ake some feed to be gleaned 
after the corn comes off In the fall. 
This plan will likely do very wen 
for the southern farm ers where they 
have a long growing season, but for a 
farm er who has only a eeaaon long 
enough to m ature the medium early 
varieties of corn, the season Is too 
short to grow cow peas ofter the la«t 
cultivation of the corn. 
Hills of cow peas may be planted 
between the corn hills at the earn* 
time the corn Is planted, or soon ofter 
where the corn Is cultivated only oa% 
way. 
The work may be done with % 
hand corn planter. 
One hill of cowpeas should be^plantefl 
midway between ev^ry two corn hills, 
The peas will not Injure the cora, in 
fact I am not sure th a t they are not % 
benefit to tho corn. 
They will m ake a large growth, and, 
besides furnishing considerable humua- 
m aking material, they will furnish 
considerable nitrogen to the soil 
The 
vines may run up the corn, but lf thaj 
do they Just add value to the stover 
as feeding material. 
They can be cut up with the cora 
with but little extra trouble. 
Then 
they will grow considerable seed peas 
that can be hand-picked, lf it is desira­ 
ble to do so. 
The varieties that I hav* 
grown successfully with cora in this 
way are the New Era, the Iron pen 
and the Whlpperwlll. 
The Iron pea is a little late In ma* 
taring. 
Only a few pods of my Iron 
peas got ripe last pear th at were 
planted about Ju n e first. 
The New 
E ra peas planted a t the came time got 
ripe In August. 
This plan m ay not prove practical 
with many farmers, but we find It th 
be quite an advantage to grow cow 
peas with our corn in order to restore 
fertility and hum us to the soil—then 
we can also secure our own seed from 
the peas In the corn.— A. J. Legg,*New 
York.

In fact all but about IO 
or 12 per cent of milk Is water, and 
consequently the cow th at produces 
$,000 pounds of milk In a year makes 
use of something like 7,000 pounds of 
water, or a little over, for milk alone, 
to say nothing of w hat is required for 
her body. 
Thus the importance of a succu­ 
lent ration, as well as a pure supply of 
drinking water Is apparent. 
Realizing the great stimulus to pro­ 
duction which grass Is. the dairymen 
anxious for large yields should seek 
to pattern his ration as nearly as pos­ 
sible the year around after this natural 
food. 
Grass alone, of course, would not be 
satisfactory for winter feeding for It 
keeps the body of the cow too full of 
w ater and allow’s her to suffer from 
the cold, but in conjunction with more 
fat-form irg foods, such as grains and 
fodders, grass would be a pajpt of an 
ideal winter ration. 
The nearest approach to grass, how­ 
ever. is silage and it Is for this reason 
th at silage is held in such high esteem 
by those who feed i t — R. B. Rushing.

M ore sudden losses are frequently 
caused by overwhelming attacks of 
Jeaf-eating insects, which, although 
conspicuous, are not dealt wth be­ 
cause proper measures of procedure 
are not known.
